THE AMERICAN SITUATION 
AND ITS IRISH APPLICATIONS. 


The resolution, placed several weeks ago 
on the Order Paper of Dail Eireann by Mr. 
Seamas O Riain, stating that “it is the 
opinion of the Dail that the Executive Coun- 
cil is deserving of censure for its failure to 
take effective steps sto deal with the de- 
pression in agriculture and the economic situa- 
tion arising therefrom.’ interests Irish 
farmers less because they either are wholly 
satisfied by the activities of those deputies 
who support existing policy or are confident 
that the policy of some other political group 
would bring prosperity to Irish farming. than 
because they are anxious to see what bid any 
existing group may make for the electoral 
support -of the agricultural class. It is not 
within our province here to discuss a vote of 
censure in its bearings upon the political 
situation. But. on the benevolent assumption 
that each party in the Dail is animated by 
patriotism and guided by common-sense, 1t 18 
right to consider the relation of the Dail as 
a whole and of its groups towards farming. 
An analysis of the former may help us to see 
the agricultural situation in a clearer Jight. 


Alternative Policies? 


The farming policy of the supporters of the 
Government needs no elucidation. Mr, 
Hogan, for whom even his opponents have a 
good word, has had consistent (covernment 
support in his efforts to improve the out put 
of Irish product, to unify our dairying system 
and to bring it under co-operative control 
Any alternative policy to this is based less 
on opposition to these constructive schemes 
than on the theorv that it either a 
supplement or an alternative. — It because 
farmers wonder what alternatives are feasible 
that Mr. © Riain’s resolution has aroused 
curiosity. Now Mr. O Riain’s party favours 
rotection, but protection of what? In whose 
interests’ ‘To what extent” At and 
what expense’ Until these questions are 
fully answered. prutection is not really even

Thomas Johnson .and Mr. Duffy sgned a 
minority report, en, four years ago, 
the two reports .ef the Commission 


of Agriculture were issued. Their policy, 
aimed, primarily at the encouragment of the 
home consumption of agricultural produce, 
involved a tax on the export of live cattle, 
a guaranteed price for home-grown wheat, 
a State monopoly in imported wheat, flour 
and maize, and a State guarantee for the 
dressed meat industry, a stabilised price for 
pork, etc. It to based upon 
potential increases in the cost of living with 
probably higher wages to labour. How far 
this policy if revised for electoral propa- 
ganda would gain the support of the farmers 
themselves we need not now enquire. But 
it is directly pertinent to ask what the other 
groups in the Dail think of it and what 
contribution they bring to the consideration 
of our problem.

This rough analysis proves, we sub- 
mit, that whatever: may be thought of 
Government or Opposition pdlicies, agricul- 
ture requires more consistent thinking to be 
done upon it by the average deputy. The

It may be held that it is not the function 
of farmer deputies to solve a problem with 
which our Department of Agriculture should 
be adequate to deal and on which they spend 
(it is admitted quite rightly) about three 
quarters of a million annually. Still less, if 
might be said is this the function of the 
“ business group.” Our view, however, is 
that it is the concern of all Irish publicists. 
In the United States, where “' big business ”’ 
is believed to dominate industry and politics, 
the National Industria! Conference Board 
and the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States in 1926 set up what they termed ‘‘ the 
Business Men’s Commission on Agriculture.”’ 
This body has issued a very striking report, 
carefully analysed a few weeks ago by the 
Industrial Labour Office of the League of 
Nations. Is a report which is in several 
respects relevant to this country and ought 
to be stpdied by all our deputies. We can- 
not in a small space summarise it, but a few 
of its facts will disclose its importance. 
From 1820 to 1920, the United States farm- 
ing population has fallen from 90 per cent. 
of the total to 30 per cent. Two million 
persons annually leave their farms, and, 
although that is to some extent balanced by 


, 


a counter movement from the cities, the 
census of 1925 shows an absolute farming 
decrease. The total mortgage debt of 
farmers rose from 1920-25 by 640,000,000 
dollars. In spite of some recovery 
in 1927, “the situation merits serious 


national concern.” The causes are carefully 
analysed, and the chief one is “ the rapid in- 
crease 'n recent vears in the relative economic 
superiority or advantage of the manufactur- 
ing industries as compared with agriculture. 


There, surely, is a fact for business men in 
lreland to ponder well. A cognate cause is 
‘the steady extension of tariff protection to 
manufacturing industries,” which “affected 
agriculture unfavourably as compared to the 
manufacturing industries. Will our in. 
dustrial protectionists note this? Another is 
the fact that inefficient production can con- 
tinue to exist longer on the farm than in the 


city. 
The ** Business féna” Remedies, 


The report suggests nine remedial 
measures, of which it is perhaps sufficient to 
mention as applicable here: lessened cost of 
production, better marketing, co-operation, a 
nned policy for utilising the land, im- 
proved credit extension and co-ordination of 
research, increased efficiency and rail and 
waterway readjustments. A cardinal sug. 
estion 1s that tariffs should be _re-adjusted 
in favour of fatming. (Is it of this that Mr. 
Johnson and his friends are thinking, and 
how does he expect it to apply in an expocving 
country, with an adverse trade balance’; 
There is, too, the remarkable proposal from a 
body of businesg men that United States 
taxation should be re-distributed in the

TESTING, 


CONTINUED TESTING PAYS. 


} Some cow-testing association members have 
the impression that after they have been in 
a cow-testing association for a year or so 
that, unless they have a number of heifers 
freshening during the coming year, they do 
not need to continue recording and testing 
the yields of their cows. Who ever heard of 
a business man keeping books on his business 
for a year or so, and then, because he has 
found out how each department in his busi- 
ness stands, discontinues his bookkeeping de- 
partment? How long do you think his he 


ness would last on a profitable basis? The 
very same applies to dairying. It is true, 


one .year’s testing will show you what the 
cows in your herd are, but continued testing 
and recording is necessary to give you a con- 
tinued check on each cow’s records. One cow 
may produce 800 gallons of milk this year 
and only 600 gallons next year; perhaps, the 
cause would be that the season was bad, or 
that she calved in the spring instead of the 
autumn, or something else, so you see that 
you must continue to keep the road to 
success. Then, again, you require to know 
what your increase averages are from year 
to year, or if your averages are improving or 
not. This would be impossible without con- 
tinued testing and recording. By continued 
recording you make the best possible use of 
cow-testing. 


What a Cow-testing Association Cannot Do, 


A cow-testing association can accomplish 
muchg but there are a few things it cannot 
do. It cannot compel its members to dis- 
pose of their poor cows, if they are 
determined to Beep them. It cannot make a 
member buy a good bull. A cow-testing 
association can never compel, but it always 
encourages and points the way to economical 
improvement of the herd, of the farm, and 
of the dairy business. 


What Cow-testing Will Do. 


(1) The definite identification of the non- 
paying cow. <A cow that yields less than 
400 gallons is not only a loss to the owner, 
but a loss to the country. Very often cows 
thought to be fairly good milkers are always 
down in the list. and cows considered to be 
poor milkers take first, second and third 
places in their money-earning capacity. You 
cannot judge a cow for milk yield and 
butter-fat yield on appearance, (2) Mulk 
records furnish most valuable data or in- 
formation to the breeder desirous of develop- 
ing and perpetuating milking qualities, which 
are now known to be hereditary. (3) Milk 
records are of great help in estimating the 
effects of different foods. 

A dairy cow’s feed must provide the raw 
materials for milk manufacture, and, in 
addition, a certain amount of nourishment 
for her maintenance. It takes just about the 
same amount of food to maintain a low- 
producing cow as a high-productng one. (4) 
Milk records are a great help in detecting 
sickness. A sudden drop indicates some- 
thing wrong. (5) Milk records are a great 
check on careless milking. Some cows do 
not get a chance at doing their best by 
being roughly handled and not properly 
stripped out. (6) After a number of years 
of careful testing almost all of the bad. cows 
would be wed out, and if the good cows have 
heen mated to good dairy bulls, the apprecia- 
tion in the capital value of the stock will be 
considerably increased. 

Dispersal sales’ of tested cattle whose 
average over a number of years will be be- 
tween 700 and 800 gallons will fetch from 
20 to 100 per cent. more in the future than 
dispersal sales of untested, non-registered 
cattle. There is bound to be a steady and 
appreciative demand for all good registered 
dairy cows, 


The Empire Marketing Board have made 
a grant of £900 per annum for three years 
to enable the Northern Ministry of Agri- 
culture to appoint a marketing investigator, 
with suitable assistance, to inquire into the 
conditions of the marketing of  agri- 
cultural produce. This investigation will 
be additional to the normal activities of the 
Northern Ministry of Agriculture. 
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to discuss taxation, but we suggest that the 
recognition by this Commission of the netes- 
sity for easing the farmers’ burden sets a 
headline for Irish business men. They need 
not, of course, imitate it in mere copy book 
fashion, but would they not be well advised 
to realise that their knowledge, education, 
and trained outlook are national assets, whic 
they might place at the service of the farmer 
with advantage to him and to themselves? 
Farm leadership in technique may be sup- 
plied by the State. Leadership in the for- 
mation of local combinations may be available 
locally. But when business method is essen- 
tial, as in all modern agriculture, does it not 
behove business men in and out of the Dail 
to think nationally? Business interests are 
usually in the long run bound up with agri- 
culture. and we fear that the smallness of 
the margin between success and failure there 
is insufficiently realised by all our parties and 
by many of our bnsiness men.

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CARE OF THE GROWING 
CHICKS. 


Many of the chickens on farms are now 
past the baby stage, and to keep them grow- 
ing quickly, a few important points must be 
kept in mind. These may be roughly enume- 
rated as good housing, good food, and plenty 
of fresh air. 

Good housing includes sanitary conditions 
and cleanliness, also plenty of room for the 
chicks. Over-crowding must be avoided. If 
the -hieke spend the nights in a stuffy, badly- 
ventilated house, all the fresh air they can 
get in the day time will not keep them 
strong and healthy. One must remember that 
brooders advertised to accommodate so many 
Laby chicks will not accommodate the same 
number when several weeks old, 


When to Move, 


Care must be taken not to move the chicks 
suddenly from a warm brooder to a. cold 
house. Keep turning down the lamp of 
brooder, and if days are warm and sunny 
turn it out altogether, just lighting it for 
night time. In this way the chicks will get 
hardy, and when they are well feathered can 
be moved to a house without artificial heat. 
We moved a flock of forty during the first 
week ir April from brooder to house at about 
seven weeks old; with no ill results. 

It seems to be a case of moving all the 
time to make room for the next flock. We 
have just moved a house that was. used as a 
breeding-pen aiid put it up in a different 
field for the cockerels. It has been white- 
washed inside with gas.lime and tarred out- 
side, which will ensure it being free from 
vermin for some time. ‘This is an important 
point, as chicks annoyed with vermin cannot 
thrive. Everything about the chicks should 
be kept clean, their houses, runs, feeding 
boards or troughs and drinking vessels, 


Feeding. 


Of equal importance with good and sani- 
tarv housing is good feeding. Unfortunately 
feeding stuffs are dearer than last year, but 
it is foolish to try to economise on this 
account. The better the cockerels are fed 
the sooner will they be fit for sale, and good 
nourishing food for the pullets now should 
mean more autumn and winter eggs. 

Chickens can be fed on either wet mash 
and grain or dry mash and grain. We use 
wet mash, giving three parts pollard, one 


part Sussex ground oats, one part Indian 
meal, half part meat or fish meal. 
If the mash is wet with skim milk 


a smailer quantity of meat meal will suffice. 


Use of Potatoes. 


Roiled potatoes equal to the amount of 
pollard can be mixed with the mash, and are 
much relished by the chickens. Small potatoes 
are useful fer this purpose, but bad ones 
should not be used, the chickens generally 
show sense by not eating them, but they 
may taint the rest of the mash. An occa- 
sional feed of cooked rice dried off with 
pollard and ground oats gives a little variety.

ALKING of fishing to friends is a 
well known branch of a great and 
popular sport. In fact, it is a necessary 
complement to a day’s fishing; but, if 
there happens to be no friend to talk to, 
and the others Jook stuffy and hostile, one 
can always read about fishing. To do so 
implies that somebody has written about 
fishing, and he may be lying, o! course; 
it is all part of the hazard of an elusive 
and fascinating sport. Whichever we do— 
be it fishing, talking, reading or writing— 
sooner or later we, as a class, appear 
before the bar of public opimOn, and 
there we will find the verdict is already 
against us—namely, that the truth 18 not 
in us. 

What do we know. we who talk or read 
o. write! Very little in truth, beyond 
what we have learned from others. To 
have the reputation of being “ very know- 
ledgeable ™ simply means that we have 
learned our lessons well. Not one fraction 
ot one per cent. of fishermen can claim 
that they have found out something defi- 
nitely new about the life or ways of a 
salmon. How could it be otherwise when 
intellivent investigation has been going on 
for well over two thousand years, and 
modern science is as powerless Now as 
were the old writers to follow the fish 
when it goes to sea? 

If everything worth knowing on the 
subject is already known, what 18 there 
left to talk and write about, as I am 
trying to do? There is always, of course, 
the different angle from which the subject 
can be approached, and the thousand and 
cne constructions of the same theory. 
There is the fun of digging up old bits of 
buried information—stepping stones, so to 
speak, of our present knowledge; and 
always the fishermen is privileged to weave 
fairy tales, founded on fact—to play his 
fancy as he would a lively spring salmon. 


WHAT ARISTOTLE KNEW. 


Let us dig then in the storehouse of 
the past and see if we can amuse ourselves 
with things they knew about fishes in 
general, and salmon-in particular, a cen- 
tury and a half ago. 
deeper than that if we were so minded— 
back through a chain of scientists for 
century after century: Linneeus, Gamelin, 
Cuvier, Buffon, all in the seventeen hun- 
dreds; back through Gesner, 1516; Peter 
Gilles, 1490, who left a hisvory of fishes: 
Albert called the Great, 1193; and away 
back to Aristotle, born 384 B.C. Aristotle 
named one hundred and seventeen species 
of fishes, and he described their manner 
of living, their journeys, their friendships, 
their hatreds, the stratagems they employ, 
their amours, the time of spawn, etc. He 
knew that their eyes were without eyelids. 
‘We cannot see either their ears or 
nostrils; for what is in the place of a 
nostril ig only a blind cavity. They have, 
nevertheless, the faculty of taste, smell 
and hearing, as the author proves from 
numerous experiments. All of them have

Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers in the World 
War” has just been published, was born 
at Adelaide, Australia, fifty-four years 
ago, and was educated at Hobart.

After serving in the early days of the 
European War as correspondent with the 
Belgian Army, he joined the Royal Field 
Artillery, and was wounded in the Battle 
of the Somme. Later he was placed on the 
Staff of the Quartermaster-General, and 
subsequently on the General Staff at the 
War Office. 

In the days of peace Sir Frank Fox 
again took up journalistic work, and 
became a strong advocate of Imperial 
aims, and gave vaiuable national service 
as Secretary of the British Empire Exhi- 
bition. 

He has published several books dealing 
with subjects covered by his life work, 
especially with the development of the 
British Empire. His best-known bovks 
are “The Ramparts of Empire,’’ ‘‘ The 
British Empire,’’ and “ Problems of the 
Empire,’’ and his early war experiences 
were incorporated in ‘‘ The Agony of Bel- 
gium.’”’

An Artist's Home. 


On calling to see Mr. John Keating, 
whose pictures are now being shown in the 
Royal Academy, I was interested to find 
him at work on a picture for the Exhibi- 
tion in Amsterdam, which is being run in 
connection with the Olympic Games. His 
subject is the captain of a hurling team, 
who is represented in a red and green 
sweater.

tion to which the number of men 


available who were really skilled in the 
mystic art of permanent waving was very 
limited. 
was the introduction of machines varying 
in price from thirty to forty pounds. By 
the introduction of purchase on the instal- 
ments plan-thousands of smaller establish- 
ments up and down the country have been 
able to enter the permanent waving 
market. 


VIRTUE OF DISTILLED WATER. 


Partial permanent waving is now the 
fashion, smart girls having, fer example. 
only their “side pieces’’ permanently 
waved. The charge for this is round about 
15s. Hairdressers do not mind; for they 
know that, whether a head of hair is 
totally or only partially permanently 
waved, “setting’’ is still necessary. It 
is, of course, possible to “set’’ one’s own 
permanent waves, but to get the best re- 
sults resort is usually made to the hair- 
dresser’s establishment. With allowance 
for growth, permanent waving should last 
about six months, whereas the ordinary 
non-permanent wave deteriorates after a 
few days—especially if the air is more 
than usually damp. 

Nearly every city or town of any size 
has its “ exclusive’’ hairdressing estab- 
lishments. A_ well-known West End 
London store has recently spent nearly 
£10.000 upon the. equipment of such 
salons. Special care has been given to the 
provision of distilled water for sham- 
pooing. By the use of distilled water the 
hair is given a gloss and fluffiness which 
it is impossble to obtain by the use of 
ordinary “hard’’ water. Arrangements 
have been made for every client to have a 
record taken of her hair—its colour, tex- 
ture, time needed for waving and other 
special details likely to be of assistance in 
giving “personal ” care and attention or 
future visits. Sterilisers of up-to-date de- 
sign have been installed, and large stocks 
of hair for the making of “ transforma- 
tions’ have been provided.

The Spring Show. 

The Spring Show of the Roval Dublin 
Society differs in many wars from the 
Horse Show—the chief social event of the 
Irish year. The Horse Show appeals to 
the multitude ; for there is none for whom 
the spectacle of competing horses and 
riders lacks attraction. It is mainly to 
the farmer, however, that the Spring Show 
is addressed. An interest in the country's 
prime industries of cattle-raising and agri- 
culture is assumed in those who go through 
the turnstiles at the Society's Show- 
ground. It is, therefore, a highly en- 
couraging sign of the times that this year’s 
Spring like that of year, 
attracted on its first day a very Jarge 
attendance. 


Show, last 


We make bold to regard the 
new, and most remarkable, popularity of 
the Spring Show as a token of general re- 
cognition of the fundamental place that the 
farmer's industry holds in the economic 
life of the whole country. The Spring 
Show, is the microcosm of that complete 
polity towards which all statesmanship 
ought to strive. Its basic part is seen in 
the pens where the best cattle, sheep, pigs 
and poultry that the country produces are 
displayed, and in the associated exhibits 
of the creameries and of the Department 
of Agriculture. Yesterday the visiting 
crowds watched the judging of cattle, and 
surveyed the exhibits of live stock with 
varying appreciation, and for hours a 
crowd watched the butter-making. Livelier 
interest was displayed in minor exhibits, 
such as the trotting of ponies, the working 
of a cottage loom, the weaving of baskets 
and the model Montessori school. 
Wherever there was movement there was 
admiration. Displays of furniture, of the 
wares of art-workers and craftsmen, of the 
work of the public libraries, and of the 
services of the tourist agencies, whereby 
travel in Ireland is being popularised and 
made. increasingly agreeable, showed other 
phases of the cotuntry’s life and pro- 
gress. 

One exhibit was of peculiar significance 
—that of motor omnibuses. The motor 
omnibus is fast revolutionising rural con- 
ditions. Every journey that an observer 
makes through the countryside brings 
home to him the greatness of the changes 
attendant on motor transport. He is 
told, in one small town or village after 
another, that the new vehicles are driving 
away business to the cities and to the 
larger towns situated at important 
geographical points. The petty “ gom- 
been man ” is pining; but the up-to-date 
merchant, who has a large variety of wares 
and sells them at competitive prices, is 
extending to the rural population 
amenities hitherto peculiar to the city- 
dweller. This year's Spring Show thus is 
attended by farmers who are on the way 
to a better standard of living, and, in 
turn, may be expected to avai] themselves 
more boldly of the up-to-date machinery 
und methods which are exhibited for their 
attention.

The German Elections. 


The general elections to the German 
Reichstag will be held on May 20th, and 
very important issues will depend on their 
results. When the last elections were 
held in Germany the position of the Reich 
was extremely precarious. The economic 
situation was very bad; the currency pro- 
blem had not yet been solved, and. there 
was a decided reaction away from the 
Social Democratic movement which had 
gained such momentum immediately after 


the war. Nevertheless, the German 
people did not lose their heads, and, 
although the results of the elections 
showed a marked swing towards the 


Right, the extreme Nationalists were held 
in check, and the Reichstag was consti- 
tuted in such a way as to give neither 
Right nor Left a pronounced superiority. 
During the last few years Germany has 
made remarkable strides towards recovery 
from the losses which she suffered during 
and after the war. The mark has been 
stabilised at. the pre-war ratio to the other 
gold currencies of the world. German 
trade has recaptured many of its old 
markets, and is striving daily after new 
conquests. German shipping once more is 
showing its flag on all the seas of the 
world. In the political sphere the 
Pact of Locarno has wrought a wonder- 
ful change. There still are monarchists 
and ‘die-hards’’ in Germany; but the 
solemn renunciation of Alsace-Lorraine 
has removed the idea of a war of revenge 
from the region of practical politics, and 
Germany now has become one of the most 
active and useful members of the League 
of Nations. One by one the advocates of 
violent methods are disappearing, and the 
solution of the Putsch no longer has 
powerful supporters. 

The governing factor in German political 
life to-day no longer is the choice between 
the Republic and a restoration of the 
monarchy ; it is the problem of the Dawes

ful. Whether or not the present Govern- 
ment will be able to secure an alleviation 
of the Dawes annuities, however, is 
another matter. Doubtless, the extreme 
Socialists and Communists will do their 
‘best during the election campaign 
the ground that they alone can rid the 
country of the Dawes incubus; but the 
Germans have learned a sad lesson since 
the war. - They know now what to expect 
from the extremists at both ends of the 
political They have become a 
politically-minded people since the war, 
and, when they go to the polls ten days 
hence, we have no doubt that they will 
follow the example of the French, and 
will maintain their present Government 
in office.

Ireland and India.

Sundials. 


Traces of the oldest known sundial! in 
Europe have been found at Palestrina 
(the ancient Preenesté), some twenty-five 
miles from Rome. Professor Marucch! 
Giscovered them on a Roman wall, re- 
vealed by the recent demolition of old 
buildings, and their antiquity is fixed— 
or, at least, reasonably inferred—through 
a passage iu Ovid. In the Sixth Book of 
his Fasti the poet says: “There is a 
sundial at Prenesté which marks, not the 
ordinary hours, but those of Juno.” The 
markings of the newly discovered dial 
seem to answer this description ; for they 
are some thirteen degrees west of the 
true solar line for the Roman hours, and 
so, according to archeologists, correspond 
with the Ore Junonis. No doubt, the 
sundial was introduced into Great Britain 
during the Roman occupation. Two or 
three specimens which date from the 
eleventh and twelfth centuries survive in 
Scotland. In Tudor and Caroline times 
they were familiar ornaments of such 
gardens as Bacon loved. We may be sure 
that sundials adorned the gardens where 
for Andrew Marvell cll things were 
annihilated “to a green thought in a 
green shade.” The pleasaunces where 
Shakespeare's gallants mcde love and ex- 
changed euphuisms would have been lonely 
without them. In these modern days the 
sundial still lends beauty to shaven 
lawns, but, as a time-keeper, Mr. Willett's 
innovation of “summer-time’’ has put it 
sadly out of gear. Formerly the favourite

A Weather Conference. 


A conference of meteorological experts 
is to be held at the Air Ministry towards 
the close of the present month, when 
representatives will attend from several 


European countries, from the U nited 
States, and from the Dominions. 
Lievtenant-Colonel Gould, the Assistant 


Director of the Weather Bureau at the 
Air Ministry, will preside over the gather- 
ing, which probably will sit for several 
days. Important results are hoped for as 
a result of the conference, such as co- 
operation regarding weather reports and 
the exchange of news Wm meteorologica! 
conditions from all parts of the world. 
It is thought that there will be little diffi- 
culty about complete co-operation if a 
suitable. scheme can be framed. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald.

The Silver Market.

Troubled times 1p 
China generally mean increased purchases 
of silver, and China during the past two 
or three years has been the main support 
of the silver market, in face of. the deci- 
sion of the Indian Government to dispose 
of its silver reserves in favour of gold. 
Silver-using countries, just as those that 
incline to the use of gold, seek to increase 
their holdings in time of war, and conse- 
quently a steady demand for silver on 
Chinese account has been experienced for 
aver two vears, and, now that the situa- 
tion has become more intense, the demand 
is accelerated. 


Milk Imports. 
The Empire Marketing Board is calling 


upon people to drink more milk, and 


spending £25,000 in order to induce them 
to do so through the use of advertisement. 
At the very moment when this is taking 
place the disclosure is made that fresh 
milk is being imported into England m 
considerable quantities from Denmark an‘ 
Holland. This, being a new development, 
is likely to attract attention, and there 
will be demands that inquiries shal! be 
made to ascertain the purity of the milk, 
and whether it has been treated with 
preservatives, while agriculturists declare 
that it is coming in at a vrice less than 
that obtained by the British producers. 
For the first four months of..the year this 
importation of fresh milk totalled 120.424 
gallons. | 


A World Flight. 


Commandant Franco, who plans a fight 
round thé world, is to pay a visit to 
London shortly, when’ he will be enter- 
tained by the Royal Aero Club. It is in 
connection with his proposed flight ‘that 
the aviator is coming, and, since his aero 
plane is essentially one of an international 
character, he may find it necessary to 
visit other countries before making a start. 
It will be a Dornier flying boat, designe 
in Germany, built in Italy, fitted wih 
two British Napier engines; and © m- 
mandant Franco will be accompanied by 
Portuguese mechanics in his flight. He 
already has flown across the South 
Atlantic, the first flying man to ac+.m- 
plish the feat. 


An Irish Channel Swim. 


Miss Gleitze’s announcement that shi 
intends to try to swim the Irish Channel 
in the course of the year, starting frm 
Scotland, is responsible for a challenge 
by Mr. Norman Derham, who swam ths 
English Channel in 1926. He says that he 
has had the idea of trying to swim to 
Ireland since 1926, but cannot find any- 
body to finance him, though he has made 
a special study of the conditions in the 
North channel of the Irish Sea between 
Scotland and Ireland. The conditions, 
however, are very difficult owing to the 
currents. Miss Gleitze has the intention 
of starting from Port Patrick, but Mr. 
Derham inclines to the Mull of Kintyre, 
further North. Both acknowledge that the 
task will be extremely difficult. 


An Orpen Picture. 


A curious history attaches to the picture 
of the Unknown Warrior which Sir 
William Qrpen has presented to the 
Imperial War Museum in memory of Ear! 
Haig, says the Evening Standard. It was 
suggested to Sir William, as official artist 
to the Peace Conference, that he should 
paint a symbolic picture which would 
represent both the Raptiny: clement and 
the Peace Conference. T artist sub- 
mitted a plain canvas of the Salle des 
Glaces in the Palace of Versailles, con- 
taining no figures, observing that, as the 
Peace Treaty was empty, so, too, should 
be the picture. The irony was not lost 
on the authorities, but Sir William was 
again approached, and, having requested 
a list of those who won the war, was given 
the names of a number of generals, whom 
he proceeded to paint into tha picture. 
The finished work did not satisfy him, 
and he obtained permission to include a 
rumber of private soldiers. Finally he 
decided that the generals were superfluous, 
painted them out, and painted instead a 
draped coffin of the Unknown Warrier, 
supported by two dead soldiers. This 
conception of the artist also was rejected. 
and, although the picture was exhibited 
at the Royal Academy. it never was 
Furchased. Sir William has now once 
more revised his picture. He has painted 
eut the disputed figures, leaving the 
draped coffin in an alcove of the hall. 
with a symbolic light streaming in from 
behind.

Handkerchiefs are not to be pretected. 
The committee appointed under the Safe. 
guarding of industries Act, which con- 
sidered the application for a duty on 
handkerchiefs and household linen goods 
has decided against a duty. 

It was not proved, says the committee, 
that foreign handkerchiefs were being 
imported into and retained for consump- 
tion in the United Kingdom in abnormal 
quantities. Foreign articles were not 
being importel at prices below those for 
similar goods profitably produced in this 
country. 

With regard to Northern Ireland,. the 
committee said that they could not say 
that the unemployment, which un- 
doubtedly existed in Northern Ireland,

OPPOSITION TO A DUTY.

With regard to household goods, it 
was clear that the substitution of printed 
bedspreais for white embroidered bed- 
spreads since the war had affected the 
Irish industry, but a duty eould not alter 
fashion in that respect, and, moreover, 
the printed bedspreads were largely manu- 
factured by British firms. 

Stating that they could not say that 
the unemployment in Northern Ireland

They felt 
that the quotation here of minimum rates 
paid in Northern Ireland compared with 
those in Switzerland or Belgium, or, in- 
deed, any foreign country, must be mis- 
leading, and the committee could only 
draw the inference on the general trend 
of the evidence. 

Certain types of goods came from Japan 
and Madeira, and with regard to these 
countries the Committee’s conclusions 
were different, but they did not consider 
that the articles from these countries were 
truly representative of the bulk ofthe im- 
ports, or formed any large part of such 
imports.

UNITED STATES EATING 
PORK INSTEAD OF BEEF. 


From Our CorRESrONDENT. 
CAMBRIDGE, Wednesday. 

Reasons for the rise in the price of 
leather were explained at the annual con- 
ference of the Boot Trades’ Association 
to-day by Dr. E. C. Snow, of the United 
Tanners’ Federation. 
The leather industry was the most 
international of all industries. Great 
Britain imported its raw materials from 
about fifty countries and leather from 
about twenty, while she exported leather 
to about thirty countries. At the present 
time the United States was exercising a 
paramount influence on the leather 
industry generally. 
For the past few years, he explained, 
the world had been: consuming more 
leather than was produced. In 1927 the 
demand for leather became specially. 
strong. 
The virtual exhaustion of the stocks of 
leather and the increased demand for it 
occurred at a time when the stock of 
cattle in one of the most’ important 
countries—the United States—was de- 
clining. Owing to the fact that the meat- 
eating proclivities of the population of 
that country have tended towards pork, 
rather than beef, there has been an 
increase in the stock of hogs.and a de- 
crease in the stock of cattle, and this has 
resulted in a smaller supply of domestic 
hides in the United States. That country 
accordingly has had to draw upon other 
countries for supplies of raw hides to a 
greater extent than in past years, and is 
still doing so.

CHANGE IN RAILWAYS BILL

Mr. RICHARD ANTHONY (Labour, Cork) 
said that anything from 300 to 400 per cent. 
profit was made on the fish landed in Cork 
fat that time. He thought that it would be 
well to consider the question of the fish 
market from another angle. In his view, 
the recent effort was rather weak. The 
gountry at the time had been within a few 
months of a genera] election, and a certain 
party made the greatest political propaganda 
‘out of the establishment of the market. It 
was admitted that to get a supply of fish 
it was necessary to create a pool, and they 
would want several trawlers and concentrate 
on a particular port, He suggested that the 
Minister should make the experiment again 
on a bigger scale.

Mr. M. DAVIS (Govt., North Mayo) eaid 
that he sympathised with the Minister for 
Fisheries in the smallness of the amount of 
money placed at his disposal, but he thought 
it very strange that even that limited amount 
had not been expended. The conditions of 
the fishermen along the north-west coast of 
Mayo were deplorable, and to his mind 
there would be no advantage in having 
boats and gear—which the men had 
not—while the harbours and piers were in 
their present state of disgraceful dilapida- 
tion. The recent tragedy that took place 
on the West coast should be a lesson to 
the Government as to the precautions that 
should be taken by the Department to pro- 
vide against a repetition of that happening. 

Mr. 5. MOORE (F.F., gbreoreay said that 
‘che Minister's statement was gloomy and 
incomplete. He had given no indication as 
to whether there was any prospect of im- 
proven, or whether he had given up all 

ope of building up the fishing industry. 
He mentioned the case of the fishermen 
on the East coast, and said that they were 
an industrious people, well worth the 
nation’s consideration, and that anything 
that could be done to encourage them in 
their industry should be done. 

He was greatly disappointed that the 
Fisheries Department had not made a great 
effort to establish the sale of fish in the 
small towns of Ireland. 

Mr. J. EVERETT (Lab., Wicklow) said 
that dealers fixed the price for fish, with the 
result that the public often paid 100 per 
cent. and 200 per cent. more than the fisher- 
men had received for it. He asked the 
Minister to state if it was his intention to 
bring in a bill for the revaluation of the 
boats, and also to include in it a provision 
to carry out the recommendation of the 
Technical Instruction Commission, that a 


‘school for motor engineering and technical 


training of fishermen should be established 
at Arklow. | 

He referred to the manner in which the 
Government had treated fishermen’s organisa- 
tions, and, comparing it with the treatment 
farmers received, declared that the Govern- 
ment should give to the fishermen’s associa- 
tions subventions similar to those granted to 
agricultural orgamsations. 

Mr. T. SHEEHY (Government, West Cork) 
said that he relied on the Government to help 
the fishermen, who needed protection against 
foreign boats. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal) said that 
the amount of the vote was altogether in- 
adequate to deal with the fishing industry of 
the coasts. If the fisheries were worked 
properly, the Free State would not need to 
import the huge quantities of fish that it did. 
It was said that they were not a fish-eatin 
people, but if fish were properly advertis 
and distributed a market would be found for 
most of the fish caught off the coast. His 
opinion was that the whole Department of 

isheries required reorganisation, 


POACHERS. 

Mr. MULLINS (F.F., West Cork) also said 
that. the amount of the vote was entirely 
inadequate. 7 
Within the last few weeks there had been 
an immense increase in the depredations of 
foreign trawlers on the South-West coast. He 
suggested that the Departmens should be 

rovided with a fleet of boats of the type used 

y the United State authorities against’ ram- 
runners, or similar to those ased against the 
submarines by the British Government during 
the war. i 

Where foreign trawlers were caught, he 
suggested that, instead of the present system 
of imposing a fine, their boat and gear should 
be confiscated, and, if international complica- 
uuons arose, then their Department of External 
Affairs could deal with the matter. 

He also suggested that the Department of 
External Affairs should negotiate a reciprocal 
arrangement with the British, French and 
Dutch Governments, to secure an all-round 
close season for herring fishing. 

Mr. P. W. SHAW (Government, Longford- 
Westmeath) drew attention to the inland 
fisheries. In the County Westmeath they 
had an Association called the Lough Oule 
and Lough Ennel Preservation Association. 
They have received a grant of £60 from the 
Ministry of Fisheries this year. As an in. 
stance of what they could do, he mentioned 
that this year they had eight hatcheries, 
in which they had hatch out 30,000 
ova. They would like to develop their activi- 
ties further, and for that reason he asked the 
Minister to make them a larger grant. The 
inland fisheries were a gold mine if they were 
properly developed. | 

Mr. JASPER WOLFE (Ind., West Cork) 
said that he was afraid that from what they 
had heart from the Government benches 
the prospect for the fishing industry was not 
a hopeful one. If the difficulty of collectin 
fines could be taken in hands, he beliey 
that in a very short period they could face 
the menace of the foreign trawlers with some 
success. 

COMPARISON WITH DENMARK, 


Mr. GOULDING (F.F., Waterford) said 
that Denmark voted £340,000 for its fisheries, 
which were adminsitered by a director, who 
was paid £600 a year, while the Minister for 
Fisheries here received £1,700 and the Secre- 
tary £1,100. He thought that the cost of 
administration here was out of all proportion 
to the amount voted for the fishing industry. 

The salmon fisheries, he said, were gravely 
damaged by the destruction of young fish in 
the spawning beds in the upper reaches of 
streams. He thought gratings should be put 
down to prevent salmon from going too far 
up for spawning. That would make it easier 
to stop the destruction of fish in the spawn- 


beds. 
"Wis. BRISCOE (F.F., South Dublin) men- 
tioned some inquiries of his concerning the 
fisheries protection cruiser. He found that, 
while the cruiser carried a gun, it never 
fired a shot. They were told that when an 
offending trawler was caught and fined, they 
were unable to collect the fines. He would 
like to know from the Minister whether there 

ever been a serious effort to develop the 
export of fish.

FISHING ON THE BLACKWATER. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—The wanton destruction this season 
of salmon in the fresh water portion of the 
River Blackwater is a matter which calls 


for serious and immediate attention. Hun-. 


dreds of salmon, apparently in perfect con 
dition, have been found dead in various 


parts of the fresh water extending over a 


distance of twenty-five miles. What is the 
cause of the destruction of these salmon? 
I have examined some of the dead fish and 
also made inquiries, which clearly establish 
that explosives have n used extensively. 
Some fishermen are of opinion that poison 
was also used, but all agree that the main 
destruction was, and is being, done by ex- 
plosives. This destruction has sprung up 
this fishing season, and is a real menace to 
the river. The fact that it is carried on 
over such an extensive area points to an 
organised movement amongst a large num- 
ber Of people in the fresh water district. 
It seems to have injury more for its object 
than the private gain of poachers. : 

Whatever is the motive, the proprietors of 
fisheries are faced with a problem that must 
be dealt with at once if their valuable Hn- 
terest in those fresh water fisheries is to be 
preserved. What is the remedy? It rests 
with the proprietors and with the Board of 
Conservators who are entrusted with the 
care Of the river. 1 am a believer in pre- 
servation which the proprietor himself em- 
ploys, supervises and sees performed by his 
servants. The Éigean must employ a 
iarge number men to look after every 


fishery, who must be stationed a short dis- 
tance from one another and _ continually 
on guard day and night; othe 

fisheries will be rendered valueless in two 
more seasons. This will entail considerable 
expense, which the proptietors say should 
be borne by the Conservators. The proprie- 
tors have to pay ‘in poor rate and.income 
tax 13s. in the £ on the valuations, whieh‘ :
